JERUSALEM, Israel (UP) — An 
Israeli Army communique tonight an- 
nounced that Israel defence forces pene- 
jtrated and attacked Egyptian “suicide 
jcommando” bases near a road junction 
leading toward ‘the Suez Canal. 

“This operation was necessitated,” the 
communique said, “by continuous Egypt- 
lian military attacks on citizens and on 
Israel land and ea communications, the 
\purpose of which was to cause the destruc- 
tion and deprive the people of Israel of the 
\possibility of a peaceful existence.”

The 
present high interest rate policy, he 
said, would be instantly relaxed if 
Canada’s business began to soften. 
What goes up, he added, can go 
down. 

We may be sure interest rates 
will be reduced and the present re- 
straint on credit relaxed at the earli- 
est possible moment—as soon as the 
experts of the Government see any 
sign of reduced inflationary pres- 
sures. The real question, here and 
in every country, is whether the 
policy of réstraining will be relaxed 
too soon. 

It is always easy for governments 
to enforce an easy-money policy and 
usually popular. Hard money is al- 
ways hard to maintain in politics. In- 
flation, in its early stages at least, 
is always a temptation to politicians 
since it puts more money into the 
public purse and makes everybody 
feel good. 

But when an economy is running 
under forced draft and cannot pos- 
sibly produce any more goods, infla- 
tion only means higher prices. That 
is Canada’s current situation. Not 
only is it producing, except in a few 
segments of the economy, all the 
goods it can physically produce ‘with 
the available materials, manpower 
and machinery but it is borrowing 
huge quantities of goods from the 
United States at the cost of a pretty 
staggering trade deficit. 

Under these conditions some re- 
straint in the use of goods is inevi- 
table and will occur, whether the 
Government interferes or not. Con- 
sumption will be curbed in an orderly 
fashion by the use of fiscal weapons 
like interest rates or in a disorderly 
fashion by drastic price increases 
that the public eventually will refuse 
to pay. We must either iron out the

REMIER BENNETT'S SERIOUS 
concern over the climbing B.C. 
highway death toll (214 killed to the 
end of September this year) is doubt- 
less shared by all people in the 
province. 

His hope that higher safety con- 
sciousness on the part of drivers will 
reduce it. seems more pious than 
practical. Campaigns have been con- 
ducted for years—a highly intensive 
national one in 1955 included—with- 
out persuading a sufficient number 
of people to be cautious on the high- 
ways. 

Too often drivers suffer from an 
inbred conviction that accidents are 
occurrences which happen only to 
other people. Even when they are 
conscientious, they suffer lapses and 
those lapses can be fatal. 

The premier says that he does 
not want to see a police state in 
British Columbia and is therefore 
averse to excessive police interfer- 
ence on the highway. No rational 
man wants a police state. But if 
stiffer measures are not taken by 
police and courts against drivers fail- 
ing to show adequate caution, how 
is the accident total to be reduced? 

It has been argued in these 
columns before that the most effec- 
tive way of enforcing safe driving is 
to deprive motorists who are careless 
or unreliable of their driving priv- 
ileges. Certainly the provincial mo- 
tor vehicles branch has been apply- 
ing that sanction heavily. Two hun- 
dred and twenty-four motorists have 
been suspended this month to date. 

This may be a stiff penalty. But

Stalled by a Small Minority 


I NCREASING PROSPERITY 
among the Canadian people is 
having its effect on the public’s 
health. While other factors enter 
into the‘ situation, there can be no 
doubt that with economic progress 
comés better attention to the gen- 
eral health of children and adults. 


But the samé does not neces- 
sarily hold true for dental health. 
For where prosperity means a 
greater addiction to sugar in the 
diet, the teeth must suffer. For this 
reason we cannot look forward to 
greater freedom from tooth decay 
merely because our standard of liv- 
ing becomes better. 


Fluoridation of the water supply 
thus assumes an even greater im- 
portance as a possible remedy for 
the far from satisfactory condition 
of children’s teeth today. It seems 
incredible that so obvious and help- 
ful. a measure should be delayed— 
it must come eventually—by the 
rigid opposition of a very small 
minority whose motives are rooted 
more in fixed mental attitudes than 
in logic. 

Where recognized medical and 
dental authorities and practitioners

It is never pleasant for-a govern- 
ment to tackle this old problem and 
it might be good politics to let the 
cycle run its course. The Canadian

The Canadian Government's 
reasons are powerful and should be 
obvious to every housewife. Never- 
theless, they are still widely misun- 
derstood and the Government ‘an | 
blame itself for much of this misurt | 
derstanding. It has unquestionably 
applied the right policy in the exist- 
ing situation; it has failed to explain | 


the need and the effects of this policy | 
in a fashion which the ordinary citi- | 
zen can understand. 

No doubt we shall .hear much 
more of these things once Parliament 
is in session and the Conservative 
Party is tempted to easy votes by de- 
manding easy credit (without men- 
tioning the results). 

In a debate certain to be confus- 
ing the public should remember two 
things: First, that the value of its 
own money, its wages, savings and 
life insurance are at stake; second, 
that the curbs on credit will be re- 
moved as soon as possible for politi- 
cal if not for economic reasons. The | 
real danger — politics being what 
they are—is that the Government 
will retreat from its policy too 
quickly.

This Easterner enjoyed that feature 
on. your Oct. 16 editorial page—“Tale of 
the Beefsteak”—especially what might be 
described as the core paragraph: “He” 
(the. steer) “is just a hunk of mobile 
self-propelled beef worth twenty cents a 
pound so long as he remains alive. But 
when he is dead and carved up and 
shipped to your butcher store he will be 
far more valuable, as every housewife 
knows. Like most men, he is valued, 
appreciated and glorified only in death.” 

One of your financial contemporaries, 
down here, deals with this same picture 
and points: out that “The average Cana- 
dian last year consumed 151% pounds 
of meat—ie,, 3% pounds up from the 
previous year. Pork, which had fallen 
off during the last few years, picked up 
to an average of 58 pounds last year— 
while beef hit 72 pounds!” 

Our livestock farmers have everything 
to gain, apparently, from Canada’s up- 
surging population—moving forward bet- 
ter than 1,200 every twenty four hours 
across the year—i.¢., net natural in- 
crease plus immigrants — cailing for, 
roughly, 385,000 times 72 pounds of this 
“vital stuff” annually. 

Yes, the steer becomes “far more valu- 
able” the farther he gets away from the 
ranch or farm-gate. I'm not sure just 
‘what share of .the urban meat dollar 
actually gets back to the growers—but, 
over the whole agricultural front, accord-

It is not only a surge of opposition 
to 'the rule of Poland and Hungary from 
the Kremlin in Moscow. It also tends 
very strongly to become an anti-Com- 
munist surge. 

It is hard to judge the events in 
Budapest from this distance, but the 
American officials best qualified to form 
an opinion are rather unanimous that 
Nagy was squarely caught in the above- 
outlined dilemma. 


None at All 


When he took over the Hungarian 
Premiership the students ard workers 
in the Budapest streets were not merely 
shouting for “National -Communism.” 
They were actually shouting for no Com- 
munism, at all. 

Thus the new government with Nagy 
at its head, strongly National-Commu- 
nist as its make-up appears to be, was 
just as much threatened as the prior 
Hungarian government headed by Erno 
Gero and Andros Hegedus. Therefore 
Nagy called in the troops, actually in- 
cluding Soviet troops, to. restore order in 
the capital and to insure his govern- 
ment's authority. 

The very fact that Nagy ordered this 
blood bath casts doubt on the future 
course his government will take. Will 
it, or will it not continue to live up to 
the National-Communist professions that 
originally won Nagy popular support? 

It will hardly be easy for Nagy in 
Hungary, after using the Red army's 
guns against the Hungarian people. Yet

This very nativeness, this local origin 
of their power was what made it pos’ 
sible for the Yugoslay Communists to 
defy Stalin, it also gives Tito’s govern- 
ment a special kind of security at home 
which Polish and Hungarian “National- 
Communist” governments cannot hope. 
to enjoy 

The new Polish and Hungarian gov- 
ernments are somewhat insecure, because 
the Polish and Hungarian Communists, 
whether of the nationalist or the Stalin- 
stooge brand, were originally carried to 
power in the baggage train of the Red 
army. Unlike Tito, they are conspicu- 
ously imported articles. 


Soviet Backing 


The question must always be in their 
minds, as the events in Hungary have 
now so hideously indicated, whether they 
can maintain their power without the 
Soviet backing which was the first source 
of that power, 

Gomulka is clearly going to try te 
do so. He has already indicated he 
wants the Red army to leave Poland. 
Despite the blood-bath, the betting still 
is that Imre Nagy will also make a bold 
attempt. 

.bandoning National-Communism at 
this moment would be too stultifying, 
too inconsistent and probably too dan- 
gerous. Even Nagy, even after the 
blood bath, can hardly change his course, 

But in the eyes of the masters of the 
Kremlin, the difficulties that loom ahead 
of Gomulka and Nagy must look very 
important indeed. :

UBC Honors Six 


At Fall Convocation 


VANCOUVER (CP) The 
University of British Columbia 
Friday night awarded honorary 
degrees of doctor of laws to six 
men at its fall convocation. 

Dr. Stephen Henry Roberts, 
principal and chancellor of the 
University of Sydney, Australia, 
was one of those honored. 

He was introduced by UBC 
president Norman MacKenzie, 
as an outstanding historian. Dr. 
MacKenzie praised Mr. Roberts 
for his book, “The House That 
Hitler Built,” pliblished in 1937, 
which warned that Nazism 
could not achieve its aims with- 
out war. 

Other recipients of the degree 
were Very Rev. Henry Carr of 
UBC; Sir Hugh Linstead, Brit- 
ish MP; W. A. McAdam, British 
Columbia Agent-General in Lon- 
don; Angus MacInnes, veteran 
CCF member of parliament for 
Vancouver-Kingsway, and Dr. 
Sidney Smith, president of the 
University of Toronto. 

Dr. Roberts, main speaker at 
the convocation, said the old- 
line “ivory-tower” concept of a 
university is not valid in the 
atomic age. Nor is the answer 
the modern university with its 
emphasis entirely on technology. 
A compromise between the two 
must be made, he said.

Anglicans Criticized 
For ‘Quiet Worldliness’ 


Members_of the Anglican 
faith were criticized for their 
“quiet worldiness” by Dean 
Brian’ Whitlow. of Christ 
Church Cathedral in his ser- 
mon Sunday morning 

“We have provided a re- 
Ppository of Christ's teaching 
down through the jages,” the 
Dean told his congregation, 
“ahd in this respect we have 
been steadfast and faithful. 

“However, our worldliness 
is not shared by our brethren 
of other Protestant faiths 
This is our weakness and in- 
deed our sin.”

the need to “exhort. and con- | 
tend” the true faith, criticized 
the Roman Catholic church 
for superimposing its own be- 
liefs on Christ's teachings. 

He cited the dogma of papal 
infallibility, the immaculate 
conception, and “the physical 
removal of the Virgin's body 
to Heaven” as examples of 
Roman . teaching for which 
there was no warranty in the | 
scriptures.

“They are or- 
dered to believe that the pope, 
through some mysterious in- 
tervention, has become unlike | 
other men, incapable of error.

Look at Your 


Legs, Lady— 


You Can Improve Them 


Today our underpinnings are 
an important part of our figure 
ensemble, whether fashion de 
crees that skirt lengths be long 
or short. This is true because 


lof swim suits and play clothes 


which seem to become moré and 
more revealing regardless of 
other trends in style. 

Actually the percentage of 
truly beautiful legs is small, but 
most legs can be improved. The 
contour of the leg is dictated by 
its muscles and fatty deposits 
We cannot change bone struc 
ture. Legs which are too large 
or too. thin can be greatly im 
proved by special exercises de- 
signed to correct these defects. 

No specific measurements can 
be given concerning the leg be 
cause your general build enters 
into the picture. However, as 
a guide to help judge 
the lovely leg measures about 
five inches. less at the ankle 
than it does at the calf. 

If your legs are too thin you 
should take exercises to build 
up the calf muscles. You also 
should gain weight if you are 
underweight. If the muscles 


.iare too large do not take exer- 


cises which contract them, only | 
those which stretch. Of course, 
you, should lose weight if you 
are overweight. Today I would 
like to give you a few exercises 
for the legs 

If you wish to increase the 
size of your calves do this one: 
Stand with your left side toward 
the wall and place your left 
hand on the wall for support. 
Rise high on your left toe, 
lifting your heel from the floor. 
Let your right leg hang, with 
your right foot off the floor. 
Hold for a moment or two. 
Lower left heel to the floor and 
continue. After a while turn 
the other side toward the wall 
and rise on the right toe. This 
exercise should be done from 50 
to 100 times a day. You do 
not have to do the exercise this 
many times at one session. 

If your legs are too large do 
the following exercises: 

1, Sit on the floor with your 
legs stretched out on the floor

in front of you, knees straight. 
Reach forward and grasp your 
toes with each hand. Pull your 
toes back toward your body. 
Hold for a few moments. Relax 
and continue.
